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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response filed November 30, 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 1-22 
and 38-39 are withdrawn from consideration, claims 24-27, 30-34, and 36 are amended, 
and claims 23 and 28-29 are cancelled. Claims 24-27, and 30-37 are pending and 
further considered on the merits. 

Response to Amendment 

In response to applicant's amendment, the examiner withdraws the 35 U.S.C. 
1 12 first and second paragraph rejections of claim 25. Furthermore, in light of the 
amendments, the examiner modifies the grounds of rejection set forth in the office 
action dated August 28, 2009. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed In the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 24, 26-27, and 30-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Pappin et al., USPA 2004/0220412 (Pappin). 

3. Regarding claims 24, 26-27, and 30-32, Pappin discloses a mass tag reagent 

(abstract) having an identical structure to the second recited formula of claim 24, 
wherein and R'* are hydrogen, n is 2, L is an alkylene linker, and RF is an N- 
hydroxysuccinimide ester (Ex. 6 and Claims 28-30). 

4. Regarding claims 33-35, Pappin discloses a mass tag reagent further comprising 
a modified isotope distribution wherein the isotopes are hydrogen, carbon, and nitrogen 
(Claims 29 and 32-35). 

5. Regarding claim 36, Pappin discloses an array of mass tag reagents which 
comprises two or more mass tags as described in claim 24 (Ex. 6). 
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6. Regarding claim 37, Pappin discloses an array of mass tag reagents such that 
each mass tag in the array has a different mass (H 0041-0042). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

8. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pappin. 

9. Regarding claim 25, Pappin discloses a mass tag reagent having a structure 
similar to the first recited formula of claim 24, wherein and R^ are modified alkyi 
groups, L is an alkylene linker, and RF is an N-hydroxysuccinimide ester (1| 0177). 
While Pappin fails to explicitly disclose a mass tag reagent having the R^ and R^ groups 
specified in claim 25, it would have been obvious to a routineer in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include such groups since the substitution of one known element 
for another would have yielded predictable results to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention.
